Planting depth for bulblets one and one-half to two inches deep. 
Large bulbs four to five inches deep. 
Medium bulbs three to four inches deep.

Glads will grow in any kind of soil that is well drained. It pays to spade 
deeply. 


In cutting flowers leave four leaves on plant, thus assuring a nice bulb 
for fall.
